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THE QUARANTINE 
RAISED TODAY 


On Alberta Hotel. Result of 
Decision by Judge Scott on 
Technicality. 


The threatened two weeks’ quaran- 
tine was yesterday removed from the 
Alberta hotel and today the building 
is open to the public. Thié action is 
the result of the decision in Chambers 
of Judge Scott Saturday nigrt on an 
appeal to him from the police court. 
In the afternoon a test assault case, 
preferred by Angus Johnstone, clerk 
of the Alberta, against Constable Dar- 
by, who was on guard, was heard and 
referred to the judge on a stated 
case by Magistrate Vowan. 

Yesterday the inmates of the hotel 
were vaccinated, the rooms thorough- 
ly fumigaed and then thrown open. 

. A’ Fish, the smallpox patient, has 
been removed to a tent to the north- 
west of the city, where he is making 
tapid progress townrds recovery. 

An order hag also been issued for | 
the vaccination of all children in the 
city schools and this will be immedi- 
ately enforced 


The application for removal of the 
quarantine was, by consent of Mr. 
Biggar, counsel for Secord & York, 
owners of the hotel, and City Solicitor 
Beck, referred to Mr, Justice Scott, of 
he Supreme Court. 

A decision was handed down @# 
Saturday evening about nine o'clock 
in Chambers and as a result the hotel 
is today free of access to the public. 

The new provincial health act pro- 
vides that a building “in which there 
exists smallpox” shall be quarantin- 
ed. Mr, Biggar contended that no 
smallpox existed in the hetel as the 
patient rad been removed to a sample 
room separated from the hotel by a 
public lane before his case was diag- 
nosed as smallpox. Under the cir- 
cumstasces he argued that the law 
provided only that those in contact 
with the case should be isolated, that 
the others should -be disinfected and 
that the house should be fumigated 
and then opened to the public. 

This view was also taken by the 
judge, whe gave a decision much in 
ine with the above contention and 
consequently the quarantine was rais- 
ed today. The attorney for the plain- 
tiff rad also taken out an order for a 
writ of injunction which will not be 
pressed further owing to the release 
of the hotel.

THE COMMISSION 
IS AT COLEMAN 


At This Point;Mines Have Been 
Working Irregularly Owing 
to Car Shortage.

Coleman, June 10—The coal com- 
mission is sitting here today. This 
morning miners employed by the In- 
ternational Coal and Coke company 
were heard and this afternoon the op- 
erators will give evidence, Tomorrow 
Mine Inspector Heathcote and prob- 
ably President Sherman, and Interna- 
tional Board Member Patterson will 
be examined. It is expected that the 
commission will sit at “Banff on 
Thursday, 

The evidence this morning showed 
the mines here, which are the most 
extensive in Alberta, have been work- 
ing irregularly owing: to the car short- 
age and the strike in April. The mine 
operates under an eight-hour, bank to 
bank day. Wages are paid once a 
month and one of the witnesses said 
a weekly pay would be looked upon 


by most miners as good as a five per | 


cent. increase in wages. It was sug- 
gested that the mine inspector should 
not notify the officials when he was 
going to visit a mine as he would then 
be better able to ascertain the actual 
conditions. The ventilation of the 
mine was admitted by the miners to 
be good. The usual suggestions for a 
compensation act,examination of min- 
ers, etc., ‘were ofiered.

HE BUFFALO‘HERD IS 
BECOMING ACCLIMATIZED 


Palbo Herd Has Been a Week in New Homie And Has Not Scat- 


tered as Mexican Cowboys Declared it Would. 


Buffalo Who Gave so Mu 


The Old 
ch Trouble During Drive, 


is Dead. His Head is Worth $1,000 


The buffaloes of the Pablo herd 
have now spent the first week in 


their new home in the Elk Island 
Park, and are becoming accustomed 
to their new environment and ‘n favt 
euite naturalized to Canadian soil, 
contrary to the prophesies of the 
Mexican cowboys, who assisted in 
unloading and placing of the herd ‘n 
the park last week. Joe Macdonald, 
Michael Pablo’s right-hand maw, 
said the buffaloes would be scattered 
over the prairie in 60 days. 


Buffalo Becoming Acclimatized. 


Advices. from the rk through 
Mr. Frank Walker and Mr. A. Sim- 
mons, are to the effect that the bi- 
sons are doing well and recovering 
from the shaking-up they received ia 
transportation and unloading. One 
big bull, however, has died since the 
herd was put in the park. This was 
the big fellow that gave such trouble 
during the drive on Sunday evening. 
and that lay down within, a quarter 
mile from the park. The animal’s 
head was removed and sent to Banff 
to the taxidermist. A dressed and 
preserved head is worth $1,000, so 
that nothing is lost by his death. A 
full-grown buffalo is worth as much 
dead as alive, and in the case of the 
herd in question, the bulls, stags and 
cows are worth a great deal more—- 
in some cases three times as much 
as was paid for them. This leaves 
the young calves, yearlings and wwo- 
year-olds which have at least 20 
years to live and frequently the life 
of the bison exeeeds this age limit. 


The Number of the Herd. 


At present there are 100 bulls, six- 
teen stags, 33 calves and 47 cows in 
the park, The inext shipment will 
greatly increase the number of 
cows and calves in the herd. f 

The geneal impression, which is 
widespread, to the effect that the race 
of buffaloes is dying out, is far, far 
from the truth, At the moment the 
people of the United States are mourn- 
ing the loss of the herd of buffaloes 
which has been purchased by the 
Canadian government, A cry has gone 
up from ife United States to the ef- 
ect that they have, so to speak, been 
robbed of their birthright in the mat- 
ter of the buffaloes. But this is not 
borne out by facts. 
sold the herd to the government of 
Canatla, commenced to breed buf- 
juloes in the year 1883, and all 


Mr. Pabble, who| 


the stock that he possessed at that 
time was 20 buffaloes. Pablo supple- 
mented these by buying 30 more irom 
a rancher of the distinctive and sug- 
gestive name of “Buffalo’”’ Jones, 
Ever since Mr. Pablo began to breed 
buffaloes he has been in the habit 
of selling off a few every year, and 
therefore it is almost impossible to 
estimate exactly how many buffaloes 
would have been in his possession 1: 
he had not sold them at different 
periods, 
Pablo Has Sold Many. 


Mr, Pablo thought in giving an 
approximate estimate that he had at 
least sold as many buffaloes in the 
last 20 years as he had on hand this 
spring on the Fathead reservation in 

ontana, although the shrewd and 
taciturn old Mexican does not bother 
much with mathematics. Another es- 
timate given by him was that he 
would have upwards of 1,500 buffaloes 
now if he had not sold any. He has 
no fear of the extinction of the spe- 
cies, and expects to raise another res- 
pestebte herd from the seore or so we 
ins reserved ior himself. He says 
the buffalo in its natural habitat is 
a sure breeder, but expects an off 
year with the transference to Canada, 
A steady increase, however, may be 
relied on each year, 


Only 1,366 Living in 1903. 


Tn 1903 there were 1,366 buffaloes in 
the world, i.e., of the species bison 
Americanus, A census is taken of 
these aninials every five years by the 
Smithsonian institute at Washington. 
Of this number and the increase Can- 
ada will have at least eight per cent. 
of the number of individuals of the 
above species when the Pablo herd 
is safely landed on Canadian soil, 

It is not generally known that the 
term “buffalo” as applied to the 
American bison is a misnomer. The 
term more properly designates a type 
af oxen long domesticated in the 
| Orient, The largest and fiercest buf- 
| ialo is the black buffalo of the Routh 
African species “Bog Caffer.” This 
animal is found throughout the entire 
| south of Africa and as far north as 
| Abysinnia, It is constantly attended 
by buffalo birds which warn it of the 
| approach of enemies. 


Correct Name Bison.

WAS PIONEER 
OF THE WEST 


Death of Rev. Dr. Gaetz, of Red 
Deer. Prominent Metho- 
dist Minister.

Deer, June 9.—Rev. Dr. Gaetz 
died here this afternoon at the age 
of 66 years, of diabetes, which devel- 
oped rapidly the past few weeks. Mrs. 
Gaetz died last December. Rev. Dr. 
Gaetz had a distinguished career in 
the leading Methodist pulpits in Fred- 
ericton, New Brunswick, Montreal, 
Toronto, Hamilton and Lendon. His 
health broke down in 1883, and he 
settled at Red Deer, the town at pres- 
ent occupying his original homestead 
and adjoining land. He was deeply 
interested in the West, and gave evi- 
dence before the Senate Committee at 
Ottawa in 1889, and represented it at 
the World’s Fair at Chicago in 1893, 
winning a diploma for his products. 
He went back to pastoral work in 
{1894 at Brandon and Winnipeg, but 
{gave it up in 1900. He was the lead- 
ling factor in the growth of Red Deer 
town and gtrict, and was deeply in- 
terested in politics, having contested 
the constituency in the Conservative 
interests. He and Mrs. Gaetz were 
Nova Scotians by birth. The family 
all live in Red Deer and district. May- 
or Gaetz wus his second son. The 
late Mrs, Gaetz was the first woman 
to settle along the C. and E. road.

It is hard to realize the results of the 
past few weeks of warm weather with- 
out seeing for oneself; The growth is 
almost phenomenal, and the crops 
that were sown in May are to-day 
easily ahead of what crops were at 
this time last year. Immediately you 
leave Strathcona the green fields greet 
you on both sides of the railway, and 
the healthy color of the spring crops 
indieate a strong and rapid 
during the next two months. There 
is practically no difference in the 
crops all down the line, and wherever 
a field of fall wheat is visible it pre- 
sents a splendid appearance. 
Calgary the cattle on the ranges are 
grazing upon fields of luxurious 
grass, evidently forgetful of their last 
winter's experience. ; 

South of Calgary the earlier spring 
has given the country some advan- 
tage over the north, but it is very 
slight. It is perhaps more noticeable 
in the area in crop. In the High 
River and Nanton districts the erop 
areas Will be from twenty-five to fifty 
per cent, greater than they were Inst 
year, and the yield has every indica- 
tion of being greater per acre. Win- 
ter wheat is looking exceptionally 
fine, and where field after field was 
plowed up last year, not one is being 
disturbed this» spring. The spring 
grains are now covering the ground 
with a mantle of green, and the fre- 
quent refreshing rains which have 
fallen within the last two weeks have

Trip Through Province of Bulletin Representative Shows Crops 


to be in Excellent Condition. 
Greater Than Last Year.

Area in South Much 
Grain Looks 


Alberta has suf- 
fered some from *the severe winter, 
but the compensation is certainly now 
in sight in the promising fields of 
growing grain all over the province, 
which give every evidence to-day of 
the lurgest yield yet reaped from the

TO BE CALLED 


As Witness for State in Hay- 
wood,s Trial. Adams Was 
Accomplice of Orchard’s 


Boise, Idaho, June 9—Steve Adams, 
another prisoner witness in the case 
for the state, against Wm. D. Hay 
wood, is now on his way to Boise. He 
comes from the jail in Wallace,Idaho, | 
where he is held for trial on a charge 
of murder, Adams, according to! 
Harry Orchard, was his partner in 
many of the successful and unsuccess- 
ful expeditions to which Orchard has 
confessed. 

Adams also confessed last year, but 
he repudiated the confession when he 
faced the gallows. The confession 
is sworn to, however, and is in writ- 
ing. It shows careful correction and | 
interlineation in Adams’ own hand- 
writing. Astounding though it may 


seem, those who have seen this con 
fession say it surpasses even Orch- | 
ard’s story of murder, The list of 
Adams’ alleged victims is not as that 
which Orchard credits himself, but 
this is said to be because Adams | 
hunted down persons one by one, 
while Orchard, tu use his own words, | 
“Did not care whether he killed one 
man or forty as he felt at that time.” 

Orchard’s Second Wife Arrives. 

There has arrived in Boise Mrs. Ida 
Tony Orchard, a widow, with three 
children, whom Orchard married not- | 
withstanding he had another wife in! 
Canada and known there under Orch- 
Mrs. Tony 
will testify, it is said,that while Orch- 
ard lived at Cripple Creek he was in/| 
the employ of the mine owners. It is | 
expected by the defence that she will | 
be able to throw light on the motives 
of Orchard, and that she will streng- 
then the assertion of the defence that | 
the mine owners and not the Western | 
Federation of Miners were the con- 
spirators who employed him to’ mur- | 
der, Some new light has been thrown | 
on the murder of Gregory in Denver. 

Tracked by Bloodhounds. 

According to statements made by | 
the police in Denver, Orchard and 
Simpkins, ot whoever Orchard’s ac 
complice was, were suspected of mur- 
jder. Bloodhounds tracked the murd- | 
erers to the yard behind Pettibone’s | 
| store, where Orchard says he hid his | 
}guns. Other evidence was also dis- | 
j covered. The police were about to ar- 
| test the two men when, the — story | 
foes, orders came from some mysteri- 
ous scource that the men were not to 
be molested and Orchard was allowed 
to leave town. This statement is said | 
to have been made by chief of detec- 
tives of Denver. Paul Gregory, a 
brother of the murdered man, Kas 
made a similar statement. It is likely 
that both will be colled as witnesses.

Witnesses Arriving. 
The arrival of witnesses is an inter- | 
esting feature of the case. Men whose | 
|names have been connected with the | 
history of the mining troubles in Ida- | 
ho and Colorado are geen continually 
in the streets of Boise. Angus Suth- 
erland, who was sheriff of Shoshone 
county, in the Coeur D’Alene and the 
marshal of Victor, Colo., and went 
through the stirring times of trouble 
there in 1893 and 1904, Buckley Wells, 
former adjutant-general. of Colorado, 
who dug up the bomb planted to kill 
Governor Peabody, and who was in 
charge of the special train that ran 
from Denver to Boise with Haywood, 
Moyer and Pettibone, and a dozen 
| nied such men, are here and will tes- 
ily. 


Pinkerton Methods. 
A Pinkerton detective will testify 
that he has been a member of the 
; Western Federation of Miners for sev- 
}eral years, and was vice-president of 
jthe local union. While not a mem- 
| ber of the executive board he was 
confided in up to a certain point and 
was making regular reports to the de- 
| tective agency. This man will be a 
formidable witness for the state. His 
employment to join the Western Fed- 
eration and learn their secrets is on a 
par with the detection of the ‘Molly 
Maguires” in Pennsylvania by Capt. 
James MePartland, who has had 
charge of the case since the arrest of 
Orchard, and who is no wsuperintend- 
jent of the Pinkerton agency, with 
headquarters at Denver. 
The State’s Siy Game. 

The cross-examination of Orchard 
is developing many details that will 
| be again taken up in the re-direct 
examination, It would even appear 
as though the prosecution purposely 
had Orchard merely sketch the story 
of his life in order to allow the de- 
fence to bring out certain features. 
This is instanced in the connection of 
;Orehard with Moyer aud Pettibone, 
the other two prisoners charged with 
lthe same crime as Haywood and und- 
jer the same indictment. It will be 
}remembered that Orchard _ testified 
under cross-examination that he was 
chosen as the bodyguard of Moyer at 
a critical time, and that both of them 
| travelled with sawed-off guns and re- 
volvers, 


Adams to Follow Orchard. 

Amer Orchard, the state will prob- 
ably put Adams on the stand, Coun- 
sel for the prosecution admit that he 
may refuse to testify, but they say 
that if he refuses on the ground that 
it will incriminate him, his appear- 
| ance will have served its purpose. His 
} confession cannot be used against 
him. But if he admits making a con- 
fession and the repudiating it, the 
sworn coonfession will be placed be- 
fore the jury for what it is worth. 
There is some doubt as to what course 


Adams will follow. |

freedom. Judge Wood ordered the

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THE SHORT CUT TO EUROPE. 

The lastest railway project for the 
solution of the western transporta: 
tion problem is the Hudson Bay 
railway. The agitation for the con- 
struction of a line to the Bay began 
more than a quarter of a century ago, 
and has been continued more or less 
In the early 


regularly ever since. 
eighties one or more charters for such 
a road were secured from parliament, 
and an attempt to construct a line 
from Winnipeg was made, The en- 
terprise failed, however, and was fol- 
lowed by no further attempts until 
Mackenzie & Mann, the creators 0! 
the Canadian Northern, took up the 
matter in 1896. From Erwood, a point 
oh their Winnipeg-Prince Albert line 
a road was begun running north. 
easterly which last year was complet- 
ed as far as Le Pas, the crossing of 
the Saskatchewan river. From this 
point there remains a distance of 474 
miles to be traversed to the terminus 
at Fort Churchill. The construction 
of this line has been engaging the 
attention of the federal government 
and there is a general expectation 
that a definite arrangement for its 
completion will be announced during 
the coming session of parliament. 

The Hudson Bay railway is design- 
ed as a short line to Atlantic tide 
water, and thus as a portion of a 
summer short cut from western Can 
ada to Great Britain,, From Winni 
peg to Montreal is a distance of 1,422 
miles by rail. From Winnipeg to Fort 
Churchill by the proposed’ route 
would be only 945 miles. The dis 
tance from Brandon to Montreal is 
1,555 miles; to Fort Churchill 940 
miles; from Regina to Montreal is 
1,780 miles; to Fort Churchill 774 
miles. Medicine Hat is 2,082 miles 
from Monteal; 1,076 miles from Fort 
Churchill. Calgary to Montreal is 
2,262 miies; to Fort Churchill 1,256 
miles, From, Prince Albert to Mon- 
treal is 1,958 miles; to Fort Churchill 
717 miles. Battleford 1s 1,994 miles 
from Montreal; 876 miles from Fort 
Churchill, Saskatoon is 1,924 miles 
from Montreal; 806 miles from Fort 
Churchill, Edmonton to Montreal is 
2,247; to Fort Churchill 1,129 miles. 
The west stands, therefore, to save 
1,000 iniles of railway haul on summer 
traffic to and from the old lands by 
the construction of the line to Hud- 
sond’s Bay. The sea voyage to Liver- 
pool is approximately about the same 
from Fort Churchill as from Montreal 

For the completion of the Hudson 
Ray line from Le-Pas:te Fort Church- 
ill it is necessary to make a new bar- 
gain with the Canadian Northern 
company for the reason that the 
former arrangement has elapsed, and 
it is not considered in the best inter 
eats of the country to renew it. The 
general Lands Act of of 1884 empowers 
the Federal Government to make a 
land grant to any company construct- 
ing a railway to the Bay. Under au- 
thority of this act in 1895 the late 
government passed an order in coun- 
ceil scheduling 8,000,000 acres of land 
in Manitoba and Saskatchewan from 
which the C.N.R. company should 
select land in consideration of the 
portion of the line north of the Sask- 
atchewan river providing that grant 
land should be selected along the 
railwsy itself for the line from the 
river to the Bay. To earn this land 
grant it was stipulated that the line 
to the river must be completed by 
1908, and strangely enough that the 
line from the river to the bay must 
be completed by 1906. The southern 
section of the line has been complet- 
ed within the time specified, and the 
company is, of course, entitled to the 
promised grant for this section. But 
the northern section has not been 
completed; the time has elapsed, and 
the company has now no claim for a 
grant in respect of this portion, It is 
necessary therefore to make a new 
bargain with the company for the 
construction of this section, 

The present government abandoned 
the policy of its predecessor of mak 
ing land grants to railways, and while 
empowered by the Lands Act to do +o 
does not intend to renew the grant 
offered by the late government for 
the line from Le Pas to Fort Church- 
i, But that the company wil! con- 
sent to construct the line without as- 
sistance in some form or other in 
substitution for the expected land 
grant is decidedly improbable. While

POWER FOR PORT 


ARTHUR AT $9.10 


Per Horse Power per Annum. 
Rate Quoted by the Hydo- 
electric Power Commissicn 


Port Arthur, Juhe 8—The Hydro- 
Electric Power Commission has is- 
sued at Toronto a report on er 
in Algoma, Thunder and Rainy 
River, which states that if 12,000 
horsepower is developed at Dog 
Lake Falls, er can be laid down 
in Port Arthur ready for distribu- 
tion at $9.10 per horsepower per year, 
24 hours’ service; from Cameron’s 
Falls on Nipigon river, $9.75 per horse 

wer. Dog Lake is 26 miles from 

‘ort Arthur, and Cameron’s Falls 
about 40 miles. The city has had an 
offer from an English company 
through the commission to develop 
the falls power and sell to city at 
$15. It is estimated that 192,000 
horsepower could be developed, cost- 
ing upwards of $1,000,000. 

A train has been sent out to the 
Atikokan mine to load ore to be 
brought here to the furnace. This is 
the first shipmeft, The track to the 
mine will be pleted in a few days.

A Dying Statement. 


Before Lamb died yesterday after- 
noon he told in partly incoherent 
¥entences his share in the tragedy. 
He said that he had been alarmed Ly 
the engineer, and running to the 
office he bang, that the mill 
was on fire. nen he thought of his 
men below, and he tried to get down 
the shaft where they usually descend, 
adjoining the cage. © The first time 
he went thirty feet. and the smoke 
drove him back, the second time he 
zot down sixty feet, but had to re- 
‘urn for air, and at the time of the 
third effort the entire woodwork took 
fire. He was unable to make the bot- 
tom at this shaft, so he ran to the 
‘vir shaft, where the flames had not 
yet reached. Here he managed to 
reach the bottom and shouted to the 
men. He told one to go up before 
him, and the gaan started but fell 
back. Then he took the lead him- 
self and can, remember nothing more 
except that he got to the surface and 
ell outside. It is thought that the 
thers in endeavoring to follow were 
knocked off the ladder with the fall- 
ing timber or that the leading man 
iell on top of the others, waa the 
result that all were thrown t@ the 
bottom and were unable to rise. 
Hardy probably remained to tne last, 
and seeing the efforts of the others 
to reach the top were futile, started 
to go to the farther end but was over- 
come by the smoke. , 


Might All Have Escaped. 


It is probable if the men had all 
retired safely to the far end of the 
mine passage about 250 or 275 feet 
way they might all have come out 
vlive. In this part of the mine a 
candle was burning when the 
rescuing party reached it and 
smoke was not unbearable. 
ander the conditions at the time cf 
the fire it would be only natural that 
the first thought would be to reach 
the surface before it was too late, 
wen though the effort be attended 
with a fatal result. 


The Origin of The Fire. 

The origin of the fire is at present 
veiled in some doubt, as there was 
10 watchman or other person at the 
surface of the mine, whereit started: 
When Engineew Candler le:t . the 
ngine house about 9.30, the ‘night 
boss, Hardy, and McLellan were eat- 
ing their lunch. A candle was 
standing upright in the shaft, being 
held in position the usual way, by 
lropping a little wax and then 
sticking it in the hardening sub 
stance. The theory is that the men 
‘eft the candle there when_ they 
went below and that it burned down 
and ignited the wood, as had hap 
pened on a previous occasion. { 
such was the case the place would 
soon be in flames. A few feet away 
irom the shaft were three casks of 
oil, one for the engine, one for the 
eylinder and one for the use of the 
miners. When the fire reached these 
‘t would be impossible to stay its 
progress. It did not take long fo 
spread .o the timber of the trestle 
work a few feet further away, and the 
small house over the air shaft was 
tlso soon ignited. In a very few 
ninutes after the alarm all three 
structures. were burning fiercely, and 
aven if the city water were available 
at once it is doubtful if it would 
nave been effective. 

The Work of the Firemen. 

The run from the fire hall to the 
ming was a long one and was made 
doubly hard owing to the muddy 
condition of the street. In this con- 
nection the urgent need of a hose reel 
for horses was very evident. When 
the fire was reached, with the assist- 
ance of a second supply of hose, one 
stream was secured from a hydant 
almost one half a mile away on the 
top of the hill, but this was unable 
to cope with the fire fire. An attempt 
was made also to use the chemical, 
but it was ineffective. There was, 
however, plenty of work for the bri- 
gade, whose usual task of fighting 
the flames was replaced by the rescu- 
ing of the dead. Through the mid- 
night hours the melauonoly work was 
periormed, while many citizens look- 
ed silently on till the light of day- 
break illumined the eastern horizon. 


The Mine Owners. 

The mine was owned by the Strath- 
cona Coal Co., of which John Walter, 
Hon. A. C, Rutherford and W. E. 
Ross were the principal sharehhold- 
ers. Mr. Ross was the managing di- 
rector, and the mine was commonly 
known throughout the district as 
Walter’s mine. \ 

The Tote! Loss. 

John Walter, when seen yesterday 
afternoon, was naturally feeling very 
badly over the awful tragedy. The 
monetary loss would be, he said, in 
the neighborhood of $10,000, with no 
insurance, bout 45 men were at 
present employed, but plans were in 
progress to double the output and 
ring it to about 200 tons ai day. 
There were about forty men on the 
day shift, and six on the night. The 
men of the night shift started on 
Saturday at 5.30, were supposed to 
work up till 9.30, then have lunch and 
quit for the night at 12 o'clock. 

Some Facts of the Dead. 

G. H. Lamb, who heroicaily sacri- 
ficed his life for his fellows had been 
employed at the mine for over u year.

MUST STOP WINE“ 


Four Hundred Thousand French 
People Demand Stop of 
Wholesale Adulteration 
of Wine. 


Montpelier, France, June 9.—To- 
day's monster demonstration by wine 
growers matked the climax of the 
situation which has arisen because of 
a demand by the growers that the 
government or, tie widespread 
adulteration of wire .At the gigantic 
meeting held at P -,ignan May 10, a 
resolution was ad. ed that if the 
government did not iully satisfy the 
demands of the growers a_civil strike 
would be inaugurated in June. At a 
meeting held after a huge parade to- 
day, M. Marcelin Albert referred to 
this resolution and announced that 
the time had come for action. He 
invited the assembled multitude. 
which is estimated to have numbered 
400,000. to 400,000 to swear solidarity 
of action, and immediately every 
hand. was revised. The Mayor of Nar- 
bonne will be the fiyst to open the 
strike. He and the entire municipal 
council will resign to-morrow, after 
having previously dismissed all muni- 
cipal employees, with others following 
suit in the course of a few days. 
Perfect order was\observed ‘by the de- 
monstration. 


MACHINIST STRIKE 
AFFECTS 8,000 MEN 


Toronto Foundaries Tied-up by 
Big Strike. Men Want 
9 Hour Day. 


Toronto, June 9.—A big strike of 
machinists embracing the entire staffs 
in all the large iron manufacturing 
concerns in the city taok place on 
Saturday. The men want a nine hour 
day and ten hour pay. The big shops 
are all open, but non-union men, it is 
believed, will go out also. Eight 
thousand men ate affected. The em- 
ployers declare that it is impossible to 
grant the demands of the men. Firms 
chiefly affected are the Canada Foun- 
dry, Polson’s, Canada Shipbuilding 
Co., Fairbanks, Morse, Metallic Roof- 
ing, Wilson Scales, W. R. Perrin com- 
panies and A. R. Williams company. 


May Ist succeeded Dunn, becoming 
day foremen. He was a native of 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, England, but has 
. sister in Lloydminster. He has a 
homestead in Marshall, Sask., and 
was engaged to be married shortly to 
a young lady of Lloydminster. 

George Hardy was the only mar- 
ried man of the dead. He leaves a 
wife and two small children, one 2 1-2 
and one 7 ‘years old, in Newcastle. 
His’ ‘wife was making arrangements 
to remove to this country in about 
a month’s time. He was an experi- 
enced mining expert of over twenty 
years’ service, and had worked in 
lasmania and New Zealand. His po- 
sition was only a temporary one, 93 
he intended shortly removing to Nan- 
aimo, B. C., where he had an excel- 
lent offer from leading ‘mineowners. 
Ralph Smith, M.P., of that city, hav- 
ing been instrumental in inducing 
aim ‘to determine to remove to the 
Coast. For him and his two _ little 
boys Western Canada held out bright 
prospects of success. 

Of the other men not so. much i3 
at present known. Mclellan was ar 
ex-Scotland Yard detective, and Tit- 
‘ley, Thepot and Harrington had only 
been a short time at the mine. ‘The 
men will all be buried in the Strath- 
cona cemetery, the funerals taking 
place to-morrow. 

Pathetic Stories of the Dead. 

There is a touching side to the ¢e- 
lationship between Lamb, the mine 
foreman, and his subordinate Hardy, 
the night boss. The men were friends 
in the Old Country, and when Hardy 
came. here,. with superior mining 
knowledge and. experience, there were 
suggestions of his replacing “Lamb. 
But the older man was true to» his 
friend, and would do nothing that 
might injure him if his position. He 
accep a subordinate work, and 
made arrangements to remove short- 
ly to another province. Maybe it was 
this exhibition of friendship by Hardy 
that led Lamb to sacrifice his life for 
his friend, 

There is a story in connection with 
the identification of the body of Tet- 
tley, He owned stock in a mining 
concern in British Columbia, and was 
sending every available cent of his 
earnings to pay for its purchase. His 
mining boots were badly worn down, 
but when urged by an acquaintance 
to purchase a new pair, he stated 
that he would wait until next pay 
day. It was by these much worn 
boots alone that his identification 
yesterday was made possible. 

The Inquest. 

An inquest on the dead was yester- 
day arranged to begin this morning 
before Coroner Dr. Hotson. There 
are a large number of witnesses to be 
examined. The jury is made up of 
the following: A. E. Anstin, James 
Green, Harry Wilson, H. Duncan, 8. 
Q. O'Brien, R. A: Palmer. 

An Unfortunate Mine. 

Walter’s, mine has been an unfor- 
tunate ane. In May, a year ago, 4 
miner named Robt. Birkett was killed 
by a cave-in, but no blame was at- 
tached to the management, as it was 


shown that he had cut in too far 
without timbering. ; 
A scarcity of coal is threatened 


among several of the large mills as 
the result of the closing of the mine. 
The Brackman-Ker Co., Ritchie's 
mills and Jackson Bros,’ foundry de- 
pended entirely upon its output for 
the running of their engines, and at 
the present time have only enough 
coal to keep running for several days. 
Arrangements are being made, how- 
ever, with James Blain, manager ‘f 
the White Star mine, and they may 
be kept supplied from this colliery. 


Case at Mounted Police Bar. 
racks From the Pembina 
River District.

At the Mounted Police barracks a 
man named Telesphore Menier, wro 
has a homestead at the Pembina 
Crossing, about eighty miles west of 
Edmonton, appeared on complaint of 
Frank Conlin, a neighbor, charging 
him with Waving been guilty of the 
criminal offence of mischief in having 
shot a mare the property of the plain- 
tiff. Mr. appeared for the 
plaintiff and H. L. Landry for the de- 
tendant. 

The evidence showed that the alleg 
ed oifence was committed last June. 
The Plaintiff was in the habit of leav- 
ing horses at farm ot the defend- 
ant to be cared for during his abs 
énce, Last spring he left a mare that 
was suffering from a diseased hoot 
and —s the time ‘he was absent 
on a trip further west the animal was 
shot by Menier, The defendant con.

for the animal as he would for his 
own and he thought that the animal 
was in such condition that it could 
not recover,

Govern- 
ment May Prosecute Anthra- 
cite Coal Company Roads. 


Washington, June &.—Secretary Loeb 
late to-night issued this statement: 
The conference between the president, 
the interstate commerce commission 
and membets of the cabinet at the 
White House to-day was held for the 
purpose of affording an ample dis- 
cussion copoaning the matters which 
have been under investigation by the 
interstate commerce commission. Te 
interstate commerce commission has 
not yet formulated its report, and all 
of the discussion was of a preliminary 
nature. After a report has been made 
the attorney-general will, of course, 
ey consider it, 

The discussion took a very wide 
range. Much of the time was devoted 
to the Harriman-Alton deal. Every 
phase of that transaction was thor- 
oughly gone over, The discussion was 
participated in more especially by 
the president, Mr. Kellog, Attorney- 
ort Bonaparte and Commissioners 

napp and Lane. The conclusion 
was promptly reached that however 
damaging the evidence against Mr. 
Harriman, his testimony in the inter. 
state commerce inyestigation gave 
him complete immunity from criminal 
prosecution. 

Commissioner Knapp explained that 
he had not completed the investiga- 
tion, and therefore was not prepared 
to give a definite opinion as to the 
government a warranted institut- 
ing suit to nullify the Alton deal. 
As soon as the intersate commerce 
commission hag completed its henr- 
ing in the case a report would be 
made to the attorney-general. He 
will then take up the matter and de- 
termine what or any action will be 
taken. 

It is not expected,.therefore, that 
any immediate proceedings will be be- 
gun. The question of the prosecution 
of the bituminous coal carrying rail- 
roads was discussed, but the matter 
was finally left in the hands of the 
a.orney-general for such action Ps 
he may see fit. No instructions to 
bring suit were given him, and there 
appears to be some question whether 
any action will be taken in the near 
future. The prosecution of the an- 
thracite carrying roads will in all 
probability be begun in Philadelphia 
next week. 

The roads involved include the Del- 
eware, Susquehanna and Schulkill, 
the Philadelphia and Reading, the 
Lehigh Valley, and the Deleware and 
Hudson, the New York Susquehanna 
and Western; the Deleware, Lacka- 
wanna and Western; the Central rail- 
road of New Jersey and Erie. The 
Pennsylvama and several other roads 
may become involved as the suit pro- 
gresses, but at this time no formal 
complaint. will be filed against them.

Around the Yellowhead 


N. H. Jack, the well-known trader, 
freighter and guide, of the Yellow- 
head Pass, came into the city yester- 
day by the way of Lac Ste, Anne. 
Mr, Jack returned to the lake about 
ten days ago from a trip to the pass, 
accompanied by “Sam” Blakeley, the 
Minnesota lamber king, who was 
taken over the districts along the 
railway surveys up through the pass 
and down as far as the big bend of 
the Fraser. 

Mr. Jack had nothing to say as 
to the results of the trip, but hint- 
ed that the timber limits were. 


scatce in the pass proper, although }, 


there were plenty farther down the 
Fraser. 

When asked as to what he knew 
of the ee gold strike in the 
Yellowhead, Mr. Jack explained that 
he had spent most of the winter at 
Lac Ste. Anne, and this had been his 
first trip to his old camping grounds 
this season. His attention had been 
given solely to his employer and he 
heard nothing more than the report. 
He ‘would net be at all surprised 
if gold in paying quantities were 
to be found, as in his nine years of 
life’ as a trader he had spent some 
time privately prospecting and had 
found guite a bit of coarse gold. 

He thinks the Yellowhead one of 
the best ranching districts in the 
West. It is directly in the Chinook 
belt. and spring comes on about a 
month earlier than on the prairies. 
Stock is wintered out and this spring 
the cattle are looking fine. 

Fars ore becoming scarce and all 
the traders and trappers are turning 
their attention to ranching or freight- 
ing. Mr. Jack is taking a party of 
proxpectore and land-seekers out to 
the Yellowhead the first of the week. 
He goes out to Lac Ste, Anne today 
and the party will be got together 
and provided with pack horses and 
outfits there. 

Collingwood Schrieber, chief engi- 
neer of Government Railways, and 
his party left Lac Ste. Anne for the 
Yellowhead on Tuesday last.

He was very much interested in the 
boys’ brigade; something that the 
churches In Calgary were‘ without, 
but were anxious to learn about. It 
was his first visit to the church since 
it became a unit in the diocese and 
independent of All Saints, and was 

lad to see it have the same privt- 
eges in the synod as those enjoyed 
by the larger congregations. 

“He had spent 39 years in the ser- 
vice of the church in the west as dea- 
con, priest and bishop. _ New-comers 
to the west would find conditions 
somewhat different from those in the | 
old country, There are no: endow- 
ments here nor pew rents to be paid, 
but all are welcome and iree, and nll 
worshippers are equal in the sight of 
God and the church, 

The church in the west is as yet not 
self-supporting, but he was working 
toward that end, and in a short time 
hoped to see it not only, supporting 
itself but giving assistance to t 
workers in the cause in other po 
tions of the field. Some of the unit® 
of the diocese are receiving support 
from England and the east. f 

This year saw the twentieth anni- 
veraary of his consecration as a 
bishop. He was for some time 
Bishop of Saskatchewan and Calgary 
combined, When he became Bishop 
of the Diocese of Calgary, a district 
extending irom the international 
boundary on the south to nearly as 
far as Athabasca Landing on the 
north, and from the provisional bot 
der of Alberta on the east to the 
Rockies on the west, there were only 
eight clergymen in the whole diocese 
and they were all but one in Cal- 
gary and the south. There are now 
nearly 50, and 70 are needed to ade- 
quately cover the field, ‘To accom- 
plish the work to bs done, more of 
the churches already established must 

“become self supporting. It was not 
his to command, but he would ask 
that the vestry of St. Paul’s raise «13 
year $500 toward the support of their 
minister, the Rey. Mr, Wilkinson, 
and by next year he wanted them oye 
be self supporting. He made a sti, 

appeal ior the continued interesi aud | 
good work tor the church, “ths | 
more you do the greater the blessing. 
Give your whole heart to the work | 
and have faith in your choreh.”

would alway find that way.
